brother-in-law in the Soviet®controll©d Juschwneschtrans transport firm who is 
willing to "arrange the transaction# The material is to be loaded in Vienna for 
shipment to Romania, marked as Soviet property, and unloaded in Belgrade* Markel 
has also indicated that it might be possible to send the locomotives to Czecho- 
slovakia and from there to Yugoslavia#

chases from USIA#
